Absentee Voting, Early Voting 
Available to All Primary Voters

Sometimes polling places on 
the day of primary elections look 
rather like ghost towns. Voters 
might not want to bet on that 
for the 2016 Democratic and 
Republican Presidential Primaries 
to be held this year on Tuesday, 
April 26 in Maryland. For tho: 
wishing to take a pass on their 
neighborhood polling place, the 
now-familiar options of absentee 
voting, which can be accom- 
plished entirely by mail from the 
comfort of home, or early voting 
at a polling place are both avail- 
able. 

Although only voters regis- 














tered with the Republican or 
Democratic parties may vote in 
the primaries, any registered voter 
can change party affiliation until 
the April 5 deadline for voter 
registration. This can be done on 
Maryland’s Online Voter Regis- 
tration System or by submitting 
a new voter registration applica- 
tion or a written request to the 
Prince George’s County Board of 
Elections.

FBI Impacts on Connector Trail 
For South Core Engage Council

At a March 21 Greenbelt City 
Council worksession, Mayor Em- 
mett Jordan was clearly upset 
over the information that efforts 
to construct a connecting trail be- 
tween the South Core of Green- 
belt Station, now well under 
development, with the Greenbelt 
Metro Station were put on hold 
by the Metro staff. The new de- 
velopment could be within easy 
walking distance of the station, 
but existing wetlands and veg- 
etation prevent this from being 
done. The proposed path would 
have overcome these obstacles: 
The path would be temporary un- 
til such time as Greenbelt Station 
Parkway, the connector road that 
will run from Greenbelt Road 
through the South and North 
Cores of the Greenbelt Station 
development and interchange with 
the Beltway, is built. That road 
will then provide pedestrian and 






bicycle access to the station from 
the South Core. 

At a meeting in December 
2014 of city planning staff, repre- 
sentatives of Woodlawn Develop- 
ment Group (the South Core de- 


velopment firm obligated to build 
the path) and Washington Metro- 
politan Area Transit Administra- 
tion (WMATA) staff, an under-

Attention Must Be Paid 

Tam Andy. 

Like many in our commu- 
nity, I was saddened to see the 
front-page photo in the March 
17, 2016 issue of a display 
the Mother and Child statue in 
Roosevelt Center memorializing 
Andy Carruthers, who took his 
life there in the early morning 
hours of March 11. In the center 
of this display was a note: 

Andy, the world needed your 
skills and contributions. 

But the world ignored what 
you offered. 

Jobs . . . Full employment — 

The forgotten mission of the 
New Deal. 

[The last line was obscured by 
a flower and a large stone.] 

I was stunned to find my real- 
ity — the terrible reality of un- 
employed older workers — tragi- 
cally on display in the heart of 
Greenbelt. 

Losing a job tends to be a 
moment of crisis no matter when 
it occurs; however, a Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
study reported a startling reverse 
of the long-term trend with re- 
gard to suicide and age. During 
the span of time between 1928 
and 2007, suicide rates of Ameri- 
cans aged 55 to 64 experienced 
a significant decline. From 1999 
to 2010, there was a dramatic 
increase in the rate of suicid 
among men and women age 55 
to 64. Deaths from suicides over- 


























took deaths from car crashes. 
Most of these suicides result from 
unemployment. 

Four years ago, after a 35+ 
year career as an award-winning 
creative consultant and writer 
in corporate America, I began 
to lose contracts and projects to 
younger, mostly white men who 
were hip to social media. Sadly, 
corporate communications was 
becoming more about one’s skill 
in scoring and not in writ- 
ing “words.” During an interview 
with a corporate vice president 
of communications for a possible 
writing project, I was asked how 
I maintained connections. I re- 
sponded, “I nurture relationshi 
I am very good at listening.” 
Barely looking up from his iPad, 
the VP responded, “That’s old 
school.” I didn’t get the project. 

Tam a baby-boomer who grew 
up believing in the American 
dream: that if you are well-liked, 
work hard — and in my case, win 
more than 40 industry awards 
— you can find a job. For many 
baby boomers, that dream is 
dead. Instead of coasting into 
retirement, we are scrambling to 
pay basic living expenses. Per- 
haps Linda Loman, the wife of 
Willy Loman in Death of a Sales- 
man, best expresses our plight: 

Willy Loman never made a lot 
of money. His name was never 
in the paper. He’s not the finest 
character that ever lived. But 
he’s a human being, and a ter- 
rible thing is happening to him. 
So attention must be paid. He’s 
not to be allowed to fall into his 
grave like an old dog. Attention, 
attention must be finally paid to 
such a person. 

Attention must be paid to 
Andy Carruthers. I never met 
Andy Carruthers, but I am Andy. 
You are Andy, Attention must be 
paid.

The Greenbelt City Council 
proceedings from February 22 
were documented in the March 
10 News Review (and a re- 
cording is available on the city 
website). At that meeting Bria 
Almquist presented to council 
a petition to: 1) require the 
Greenbelt Animal Shelter (GAS) 
to stop advertising itself as a 
“No ’ shelter (because both 
city and county animal control 
records show that GAS does not 
adhere to the No Kill standards 
and their live release rate is be- 
low the 90 percent, a minimum 
standard facilities must meet to 
claim the No Kill label); and 2) 
require GAS to keep accurate 
records (after city records showed 
gross negligence in tracking and 
reporting where animals in their 
care ended up). 

In response to Almqui 
tition, City Manager Mi 
McLaughlin stated that GAS has 
changed the terminology on their 
website from a No Kill” shelter 
to a “No Kill for Convenience” 
shelter. However, Almquist, in 
his petition, explained that No 
Kill and No Kill for Convenience 
mean the same thing. GAS is un- 
able to document that they adhere 
to the No Kill standards, and yet 
they continue (apparently with the 
council’s and the city manager's 
full support) to advertise as such. 
In doing so they are allowing 
GAS to misrepresent themselves 
to the public. For example, how 
would someone who has a health 
condition and can no longer care 
for their dog feel if they later 
found out the pooch they entrust- 
ed to GAS ended up being killed 
at the county shelter? The former 
pet owner thought they were 
doing right by their companion 
animal and making sure the dog 
would be rehomed (a promise No 
Kill facilities keep), when that’s 
not actually guaranteed at GAS 
— which is in direct opposition to 
the No Kill standards to which 
they claim to adhere. 

During the petition hearing, 
Almquist gave one example of 
GAS sending a box of five kit- 
tens to the county shelter — and 
county records support other 
documented cases of dogs and 
that GAS animal control of- 
ficers dumped at the county shel- 
ter, which is a high kill facility 
(i.e., they do kill for space rea- 
sons). GAS’s documented actions 





























here are highly inconsistent with 
the No Kill standards. No Kill 
facilities simply do not do this. 
Instead, when there is a shortage 
of space true No Kill facilities 
transfer animals to other No Kill 
shelters or to other specialized 
rescue organizations that do not 
kill for space reasons. GAS’s 
records do not show they work 
with any other No Kill organiza- 
tions. 

Also during the petition hear- 
ing, Almquist offered a reason- 
able option: GAS can advertise as 
“Striving for No Kill” or some- 
thing similar. The responsible 
thing to do is to remove the 
description of No Kill (or in this 
case now, No Kill for Conve- 
nience shelter) until GAS and an 
outside, unbiased auditing entity 
can review the city and county 
animal disposition documentation 
and come to the conclusion that 
the GAS is actually performing 
as a No Kill facility. 

Until then, it is irresponsible 
for council and the city to con- 
tinue to allow GAS to claim it is 
a No Kill facility. 

As a member of the Greenbelt 
public, this arrogant and decep- 
tive behavior infuriates me. As 
tax paying citizens, we deserve 
better from our council and our 
city manager; they need to stop 
dodging the facts and put more 
effective and transparent gover- 
nance in place where the GAS is 
concerned.

There is a manhole cover at 
the edge of the blacktop and the 
cement/concrete bridge. I under- 
ind the need to allow ac to 
However, barrier poles could 
be placed alongside the cover or 
between the cover and bridge. 
Georgetown Univer had tem- 
porary barrier poles that could be 
removed by authorized personnel. 
The poles were padlocked into a 
flush ground hole to prevent un- 
authorized vehicles from entering 
an area. 

I asked two of your officers 
about this earlier today on Ha- 
nover Parkway. Officer Eppard 
and a female officer were dis- 
missive about my question and 
concerns. Officer Eppard claimed 
there were signs and barriers on 
the west side. Officer Eppard 
is wrong. I took pictures a few 
minutes ago. There are no 
or barriers. Both officers refi 
to pass my concerns along the 
chain of command. I was told to 
contact the Park Service and you, 
as they repeatedly refused to pass

along my concern and complaint. 
I told them that this is a safety 
s confused or drunk driv- 
could end up on the bridge, 
damaging it. They dismissed my 
concerns. They said their supervi- 
sors could not do anything. I said 
they could, by passing the infor- 
mation along the chain of com- 
mand and that you could contact 
the Park Service. Officer Eppard 
claimed that his police vehicle 
would be severely damaged if 
he tried to drive onto the bridge 
from Gardenway. That is false 
as the bridge is wide enough 
and the fencing tall enough for 
‘a small cargo van delivery truck 
to access the bridge. Officer Ep- 
pard stated that he is regularly on 
Gardenway. If so, then why is he 
wrong about the lack of barriers 
and signs? Officer Eppard stated 
that drivers needed access to the 
public gardens. The public garden 
gravel path is far from the bridge 
entrance. 

The words and actions of the 
two officers reflect poorly on 
your department and the City of 
Greenbelt. The refusal to pa 
along safety concerns is d 
heartening. The statements that a 
supervisor or the chief can’t do 
anything are wrong. 

I understand the bridge be- 
longs to the Park Service, but 
there is no reason for your of- 
ficers to dismiss the safety con- 
cerns, nor for your department 
not to pass along this to the 
proper authorities. 

Again, this is a safety issue. 
There is nothing to prevent a ve- 
hicle from driving onto the bridge 
from Gardenway.

Voters ing to vote absen- 
tee must submit an applica- 
tion to receive an absentee ballot 
from the county board of elec- 
tions. Applications for absentee 
ballots must be received by Tues- 
day, April 19 to receive the bal- 
lot by mail or fax, or by Friday, 
April 22 in order to download 
the ballot from the state website. 
All qualified voters are eligible 
to vote absentee. No reason or 
explanation for wanting to vote 
absentee is required. 

There are several ways that 
one can apply to receive an ab- 
sentee ballot. Those who have a 
Maryland driver’s license or an 
identification card issued by the 
Maryland Motor Vehicle Admin- 
istration (MVA) may apply for a 
ballot online. Another option is 
to print out an application form 
online and return it to the county 
board of elections by mail, fax or 
email (scanned as an attachment). 
The voter may also call the board 
of elections and ask for a form to 
be mailed or go to the board of- 
fice and fill one out. In applying 
for the ballot, the voter will des- 
ignate a preference for receiving 
the ballot back either by mail or 
by email. 

Voters who cannot go to the 
board office themselves may 
designate someone to take in 
their completed application form 
and pick up the ballot for them. 
Doing so requires completion of 
a Designation of Agent form, 
which is available online or from 
the board office. The ballot itself 
will contain detailed instructions 
for completing and returning it. 

After the county has approved 
the application and sent out the 
ballot, the voter must either mail 
or hand-deliver the completed 
ballot to the county board office 
by Election Day, April 26. It may 
not be emailed or faxed. Nor can 
it be taken to an early voting 
center or polling place. 

If the ballot is hand-delivered, 
it must be received at the board 
office by 8 p.m. on April 26. If 











the ballot is mailed, it must be 
postmarked no later than April 
26, and it must be received at the 
county board office no later than 
10 a.m. on May 6, 2016.

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needed to be done in the way of 
plans and agreement for WMATA 
to approve the trail being placed 
on its Greenbelt Station property. 
On March 3, another meeting 
was held at which the city and 
developer were told that construc- 
tion of the path had to be put 
on hold at least until September 
because of the possible relocation 
of the FBI headquarters facility to 
the station property. 

Garage 

If Greenbelt is chosen for 
the FBI site, WMATA plans to 
quickly undertake construction 
of a new parking garage to ac- 
commodate commuter parking so 
that the old lot can be developed 
for the FBI and other uses. The 
parking garage is sited where the 
proposed path would go and it 
would be unsafe for pedestrians 
and bicyclists to traverse the area 
during construction. That would 
mean pedestrian and bicycle ac- 
cess from the South Core would 
not be possible until 2018-19, 
barring further delays. 

Should the FBI go to one of 
the other two sites under consid- 
eration, then there would be no 
plans for the early redevelopment 
of the station property or the 
need to build the garage. Then 
WMATA would entertain Wood- 
lawn building the path if the city 
agreed to maintain it. 

With winter fast approaching, 
work probably could not be un- 
dertaken until sometime in 2017. 

Jordan asked temporary 
path could be put in, but Justin 
Frye of Woodlawn responded that 
even for that permits would be 
needed from the state and fed- 
eral governments as well as from 
WMATA, which opposes it being 
done. Frye noted that Woodlawn’s 
expenses for this project were 
well into six figures, 

Councilmember Silke Pope 
noted that in the meantime the 
developer was running a shuttle 
bus to the station, a costly opera- 
tion. Councilmembers Leta Mach 
and Judith Davis also expressed 
upset and disappointment but 
didn’t see any alternative but to 
wait. 

A new Greenbelt resident of 
the South Core, Patricia Wal- 
ters, told the council that she 
and many of her neighbors had 
moved here because of the con- 
venient access to Metro. The 
shuttle bus is nice, she said, but 
it doesn’t work for her. She 
tried walking to the station on 























existing roads (Greenbelt Road, 
Cherrywood Lane and Metro 
Station Drive). That took 40 
minutes — doable, but too long 
for a commute, she said. She 
can catch a bus at the intersection 
of Greenbelt Station Parkway and 
Greenbelt Road that go: 
to the Metro station. That 
able, but the path would be bet- 
ter, she concluded, 
Other Paths 

The council then switched 
from considering a path that can’t 
be done yet to others for the 
South Core that perhaps can be 
done. For this, a state easement 
across its Indian Creek floodplain 
property is required on the east 
side of the creek, the new devel- 
opment being on the creek’s west 
bank. One trail would connect 
Greenbelt Station Parkway and 
the new development to a loop 
trail through the state property, at 
the other end of which is Cher- 
rywood Lane near its intersec- 
tion with Breezewood Drive: 
Boardwalks would be constructed 
across the creek and wetlands. 

A second trail would connect 
the loop to Branchville Road 
(on the north side of Greenbelt 
Road) and run straight north- 
south along the eastern border of 
the South Core property. Branch- 
ville Road in turn connects to ex- 
isting pedestrian-bicycle trails at 
Lake Artemesia and along Paint 
Branch and the Northeast Branch 
of the Anacostia River. All the 
new trails would be on relatively 
level ground, 

Woodlawn is seeking approval 
for the path plans and is request- 
ing an extension of time in which 
to undertake the required work 
because of the delays expected 
to obtain a state permit. While 
Woodlawn and staff believe that 
the state will approve the con- 
struction, the permit process takes 
time. Under its agreement with 
the city, Woodlawn is obligated 
to stop building homes until a 
path is built after 250 uni re 
granted permits. Planning and 
Community Development Direc- 
tor Celia Craze told the council 
that 209 permits have been is- 
sued by the city and 237 by the 
county. 

While Woodlawn sought ex- 
tension to 350 permits, Craze 
recommended council provide 
an extension until 300 permits 
have been issued, noting another 
extension could be done if it was 
determined to be needed. Frye 


























assured council that the developer 
was ready to undertake construc- 
tion once agreement with the city 
was reached and a state permit 
issued, 

Councilmembers appeared to 
be satisfied with the pathway 
plans. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin said the council 
should also consider seeking the 

pport and assistance of the 
's delegation to the Maryland 
General Assembly. It was also 
suggested that this was a matter 
of which to make the new resi- 
dents aware and that it should be 
done before the first homeowners. 
association meeting will be held 
on April 6. 

Other Matters 

Frye said the developer was 
seeking proposals to put under 
contract construction of Central 
Park, a mall-like public space 
running east-west through the 
new development. 

Walters expressed concern 
on the impact of the FBI on 
Greenbelt Station Parkway in 
her development. Craze told her 
that the road is being built to its 
ultimate design. The road will 
be eight lanes in the North Core 
but that is to provide multiple 
turning lanes for station, FBI and 
Beltway acces: 

Walters also asked about pro- 
posed commercial development. 
She would like to see some con- 
venience stores in the develop- 
ment. Jordan told her the council 
was pushing for small stores, but 
that no one had come along with 
a proposal to do so. There is va- 
cant land for a small commercial 
area, He asked for resident input 
as to what they would like there, 
noting that the developer had a 
year to find a commercial devel- 
oper. Frye said any development 
proposal would require a public 
hearing where there could also be 
resident input. 

Walters also was concerned 
about excessive parking on the 
streets. Frye said that was par- 
tially due to construction worker 
vehicles and streets not yet prop- 
erly marked. It was also sug- 
gested that this was a matter for 
the homeowners association to 
consider. Resident units each 
have one garage and one drive- 
way space to use. 

Walters concluded by saying 
she loves living in Greenbelt. “It 
is so near to everything. And the 
people are great.”

The House Too Many 
Of Us Live In

Is the U.S. really the world’s 
largest jailer? Is it true that since 
1973 our nation’s prison popula- 
tion has increased by over 700 
percent? How can this be in the 
land of the free and the home 
of the brave, the land until re- 
cently still considered blessed by 
a Manifest Destiny, God’s chosen 
New Israel? 

Several cogent explanations 
were offered at the Reel and 
Meal discussion at the New Deal 
Café on Monday, February 22. 
The Peace and Justice Coali- 
tion of Prince George’s County 
(primarily Donna Hoffmeister, 
Lucy Duff, Ed Fallon) showed 
the award-winning documentary 
The House I Live In (Sundance 
Festival) and engaged Bob Ross 
of the Prince George’s County 
NAACP and Nazgol Ghandnoosh 
of the federal policy group The 
Sentencing Project to lead the 
post film discussion. 

Granted, they were probably 
preaching to the choir of over 50 
sated diners (Karim's and Maria’s 
Lebanese delicacies), but their 
ion and deep understanding 
elicited at least some diversity of 
opinion and plenty of crackling 
intelligence. 

High Prison Population 

Three causes loom large in 
explaining our woeful prison 
conditions. First, the so-called 
war on drugs has been egre- 
giously mismanaged. Second, 
the racial injustice of sentencing 
policy harms African-Americans 
disproportionately. And last, the 
construction of prisons by private 
companies makes the “prison- 
industrial complex” need inmates 
to make a profit. 

Ross and Ghandnoosh both 

emphasized that the war on drugs 
has blundered badly by incarcer- 
ating mass numbers of people 
for comparatively mild offenses 
More than half of all drug arrests 
in the U.S. are marijuana re- 
lated, and 90 percent of those are 
charges for possession only. The 
“three strikes and you're out” 
mandatory sentencing policy, still 
enforced by some states, is like 
killing a butterfly with a cannon. 
Over $1 trillion has been spent in 
the last 40 years to enforce such 
draconian measures. 
‘We need to get smart on 
crime; we need to divert inmates 
out of prison into treatment,” 
Ghandnoosh said. “We need to 
recognize drug abuse as a public 
health problem and not frame it 
as a law enforcement issue,” she 
added. 

One audience member volun- 
teered the fact that $2 billion has 
been spent to cure & Alshomner ’s 










































‘Yes, they < convo- 
lute it, when it really is simple,” 
Ghandnoosh responded. 
Disparate Sentencing 
Egregiously disparate sentenc- 
ing policies harm African-Amer- 
icans disproportionately, the film 
emphasized. “Since 1986, though 
crack and powder cocaine are 
chemically the same, there has 
been a 100 to 1 disparity in the 
sentencing of crack cocaine vs. 
powder cocaine offenses. This has 
accounted for a vast disproportion 
of crack users going to prison 
over the past 25 years. In 2010, 
after decades of protest from 








judges and activists, this disparity 
was reduced to 18 to 1,” accord- 
ing to the stat sheet handout, A 
peculiar victory indeed. 

Oddly, perhaps, no one asked 
why crack rather than powder is 
sold to inner city African-Amer- 
icans. “African-Americans make 
up roughly 13 percent of the US 
population and 14 percent of its 
drug users. Yet, they represent 
56 percent of those incarcerated 
for drug crim tated the stat 
sheet. 

The disparity in sentencin; 
willfully targets African-Ameri- 
cans, just as opium users in the 
latter half of the 19th century, 
who were overwhelmingly Chi- 
nese immigrant workers, were 
willfully targeted. 

Several photographs depicting 
groups of recumbent Chinese 
sucking on opium pipes induced 
winces, while a similarly reclin- 
ing, elegant white society lady 
sucking on her pipe merely ap- 
peared to be succumbing to the 
vapors. 

And halfway through the 20th 
century, until pot flooded college 
campuses, marijuana was consid- 
ered strictly a Latino crime. 

The point is that it is not the 
criminal behavior per se that is 
targeted, but rather particular eth- 
nic groups. 

Prison Privatization 

Last, both Ross and Ghand- 
noosh expressed righteous anger 
at the privatization of prisons. 
Private companies that build 
and run prisons necessarily must 
turn a profit. Market dynam- 
ics shouldn't drive social justice 
policy. “Why should a company 
make a profit on a human lif 
Ross asked rhetorically. “It’s like 
a form of human slavery. If you 
are profit-driven you cannot reha- 
bilitate, educate or train inmates 
properly. You will be short of 
staff, cutting corners everywhere. 
Sometimes those prisons are 
the economic engines for small 
towns, especially economically 
depressed towns. Inmates need 
to be produced to keep these 
prisons going, 

Similarly, Ghandnoosh criti- 
cized this vicious circle. “I am 
very angry about the privatization 
of prisons. Eight percent of our 
inmates are in private facilities. 
These facilities skimp on train- 
ing and rehabilitation programs 
because they need profit.” 

Susan Barnett commented that 
this vicious circle tempts us to 
“become addicted to incarcera- 
tion.” 

After at least a dozen ques- 
tions and comments about the 
achievements (or non-achieve- 
ments) of Attorneys General Eric 
Holder and Loretta Lynch, the at- 
titudes and vision of Hillary Clin- 
ton and Donald Trump, the need 
for repair of our infrastructure, 
the debil ne cost of our wars 
in Afghanistan, Iraq and Syria, 
an ex-convict made the last com- 
ment. “I’ve spent 17 years in jail 
and used the training programs 
available to me. You can do it! 
It’s up to you!” 

Susan Barnett said, “Well, let's 
let that note of optimism end our 
evening here.” 
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consecutive year of the awards, 
This record is a testament to 
the city council’s continued and 
energetic support of local schools 
and education. The ACE Educa- 
tor Awards complement the ACE

The ACE Educator Awards 
recognize adults who have made 
an exceptional contribution to 
the schools that Greenbelt chil- 
dren attend. An awardee can be 
a teacher, a guidance counselor, 
other professional staff member, 
support staff or building staff. 
Nominations are provided from 
each individual school. 

Each Educator Award winner 
will receive a number of gifts 
and certificates to commemorate 
his or her success. From ACE, 
there was an engraved red and 
gold apple, the well-recognized 
symbol of education, as well as 
an ACE tee shirt. There were also 
certificates of recognition from 
the city, the county and the state. 

The presentations below are 
worded as they were received 
from the schools, with minimal 
editing. 

Greenbelt Elementary School 

Angela Payne is the special 
education coordinator for the 
school and is very knowledge- 
able about current trends in spe- 
cial education. Her advice and 
perspective are sought through- 
out the Prince George’s County 
School System by other special 
education teachers due to her ex- 
pertise and experience in both the 
instructional and legal aspects of 
special education. 

Often Payne’s role is to edu- 
cate parents and teachers about 
programs, processes and interven- 
tions that will help young people 
transition from the elementary 
school environment to middle 
school, high school, college or 
career. In preparing them for 
middle school, Payne teaches 
students to take the initiative, 
speak on their own behalf and set 
independent learning goals. 

She often stays late in the 
evenings planning school-wide 
events like Math Night, which 
benefits children and families at 
all grade levels. She also works 
together with the fifth grade 
teams to plan field trips, promo- 
tion and class special events. All 
of these extra-curricular activities 
provide opportunities for students 
to learn and socialize together 
— building healthy and positive 
relationships. 

She also makes it a point to 
stay in constant contact with all 
parents and keep them informed 
of their children’s progress. Payne 
has provided a wonderful link 
between the general educati 
class and the special edu 
department. She is proficient in 
documenting her students’ prog- 
ress. Payne has the temperament, 
motivation and desire to succeed 
in any endeavor she undertakes. 
She has made a commitment to 
public education. As a result, 
hundreds of students have ben- 






































efited from her expertise and 
enthusiasm. 

Springhill Lake Elementary 

School 

Several words come to mind 
when we think about Lindsay 
Romaine — distinguished, ex- 
traordinary, sterling, and remark- 
able. Romaine joined the Sprin- 
ghill Lake family in the 2013-14 
academic year as a kindergarten 
teacher. Her service to our schol- 
ars has been exceptional. At any 
time of the day, you will enter 
Romaine’s classroom and see her 
students eagerly at work and en- 
joying their learning day. 

Romaine currently serves as 
the kindergarten grade level chair, 
Her leadership attributes allow 
for her team to exceed learning 
expectations. Romaine employs 
a variety of approaches to clarify 
the intended objective and stan- 
dards. She helps students in 
analyzing what is being asked of 
them and devises methods to help 
them use their skills and talents 
to master learning tasks. Because 
of her teaching, several of her 
former kindergarten students have 
been identified this year as first 
grade TAG students.

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Councilmember Turner Holds 
Budget Listening Session 





by Lynn White 





Despite sub- 
stantial reduc- 


tions in the 


budget defici 
for Fiscal Year 
2016, Prince 
George’s County 
has more to do 
to address fi 
cal challenge: 
“While the coun- 
ty faces some 
fiscal issues in 
the future, the 
County Coun- 
cil’s actions to 
address its fi 
cal responsibil 
ties, taken together with modest 
but steady improvements in the 
housing market, economic devel- 
opment and job creation, have 
improved the county’s outlook,” 
said District 4 Councilmember 
Todd Turner at a listening session 
held on March 3 in Greenbelt’s 
Municipal Building, 

The county saw some in- 
creased revenue from income tax- 
es and property assessments, but 
this will not be enough to keep 
up with increased expenditures in 
the coming years. According to 
a March report from the County 
Council's Blue Ribbon Commis- 
sion on Addressing the Structural 
Deficit, the “county will have an 
annual budget shortfall between 
$65 million and $250 million 
beginning in Fiscal Year 2017 to 
Fiscal Year 2022.” FY17 begins 
July 1, 2016, 

The listening session, billed 
as a discussion of the Prince 
George’s County FY17 proposed 
budget, had about 10 people in 
attendance, including Mayor Em- 
mett Jordan, several members of 
the Greenbelt City Council and 
State Delegate Alonzo Washing- 
ton, 

There are a number of fac- 
tors contributing to the projected 
shortfalls. Prince George’s Coun- 
ty’s per capita revenue from in- 
come taxes is $584, Neighboring 
Montgomery County’s per capita 
revenue is over twice that at 
$1,391. Prince George’s County 
also spends a significant portion 
of its revenue on personnel, even 
though it has one of the smallest 
county workforces in the area, 
Sixty-two percent of the budget 
goes to public education and state 
maintenance-of-effort require-

ments, making 
it difficult to de- 
crease spending. 
These factors, 
coupled with the 
fact that county 
law restricts the 
ability to raise 
revenue, make it 
is unclear how 
the county will

update on developments at the 
state legislature. Governor Larry 
Hogan issued a supplemental 
budget that included $250,000 
for the Maryland Higher Educa- 
tion Outreach and College Ac- 
cess Pilot Program, a program 
created by Delegate Washington. 
In thanking Governor Hogan, 
Delegate Washington stated “the 
nonprofits that this program will 
serve are grassroots organizations 
that actively go into communities 
and provide one-on-one guidance 
to low-income and first genera- 
tion college students.” He added 
that as “a beneficiary of a similar 
nonprofit, I can personally attest 
to the life-changing opportunities 
they provide, and I am pleased 
the Governor has supported my 
initiative that will provide similar 
opportunities to low-income stu- 
dents across Maryland.” 

Although not the stated pur- 
pose of the listening session, the 
proposed relocation of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
headquarters loomed large. In 
Councilmember Turner’s opening 
remarks he noted County Execu- 
tive Rushern Baker’s commitment 
to bringing the FBI headquarters 
to Prince George’s County, He 
emphasized that he would like 
to see the FBI come to Green- 
belt and thinks the move would 
benefit the local economy. A few 
residents expressed concern that 
moving the FBI headquarters to 
Greenbelt would not bring the 
economic boon that officials are 
hoping for.

Volunteers Protect Trees 
From Beavers and Ivy

On March 12, a group of 
12 volunteers and two Public 
Works employees participated in 
a tree protection event at Green- 
belt Lake in Buddy Attick Park. 
The service-learning opportunity 
brought a family and individuals 
together to protect a total of 27 
trees from beaver herbivory or 
invasive English ivy takeover. 

North American beavers are 
second only to humans in their 
ability to manipulate their envi- 
ronment. The beaver family at 
Greenbelt Lake is downing trees 
at a rate much faster than they 
regrow. Beavers are a keystone 
species by maintaining habitats 
that are relied on by many oth- 
ers. For example, beavers cre- 
ate standing dead wood that is 
inhabited by insects, and in turn 
attracts bird life. The City of 
Greenbelt coexists with beavers 
by protecting slow-growth native 
tree species and leaving non- 
native trees uncaged as a food 
source and building material for 
their lodges. 

English ivy is native to Eu- 
rope and was introduced into 
North America by early settlers 
for ornamental purposes. It grows 
both along the ground, where it 
can displace native understory 
species, and in the tree cano- 
py. often covering branches and 
harming trees. Volunteers play a 
key role in forest restoration by 
liberating trees from climbing ivy. 

Eight trees were protected 
from beavers by placing wire 
caging around the trunks. Nine

additional trunks were re-caged 
to make available space for tree 
growth and expansion. About 10 
trees were liberated from English 
ivy using hand shears. Volunteers 
reflected that their favorite part of 
the event was working together 
as a team to protect trees. Over 
the past year, volunteers have 
protected over 200 trees from 
beaver herbivory and 150 trees 
from English ivy takeover in 
Buddy Attick Park. 

In addition to protecting trees, 
volunteers collected a bag of 
litter that was later sorted to 
separate recyclables from trash. 
Among the most common items 
collected were aluminum cans, 
plastic bottles and tennis balls. 
Over the past year, voluntee 
collected over 1,200 pounds of 
litter along shorelines at Green- 
belt Lake and Indian Creek. 

The event was sponsored by 
the City of Greenbelt Department 
of Public Works and the Green- 
belt Forest Stewardship Project. 

The next restoration tree plant- 
ing volunteer event will take 
place in honor of Arbor Day on 
Saturday, April 2 from 10 a.m. to 
noon at Schrom Hills Park, 6915 
Hanover Parkway. Following the 
tree planting the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Trees will lead its an- 
nual free tour of Greenbelt’s most 
outstanding trees.
